HEALTH EXPENDITURES 

Frankfort, Ky., Fell.—State expen¬ 
ditures for public health under the 
supervision of the State Board of 
Health totalled $405,010.52 during 
the first 11 months of 1032. The sum 
represented an increase of $11,520.20 
over the total expenditure the first. 11 
months of 1031, according to data 
complied by Nat B. Sewell, State In¬ 
spector and Examiner. 

The largest item of increase was 
for county health departments, which 
took $104,708.33 for 1032 period us 
compared with $147,100.03 in 1031. 

It cost $15,001.50 to maintain the 
bureau of hotels, which is under the 
State Board of Health. This repre¬ 
sented an increase of $1,782.05 in 
■none.,' spent for this purpose. 

Administrative funetlions of the 
State Board of Health cost $80,450.48 
in the first 11 months of 1032, which 
was $4,300.52 less than in the pre¬ 
ceding year.

Our Government 

— How It Operates 

By William BruckarS 

VETERANS’ 

ADMINISTRATION 

O NE of the greatest problems which 
this, or any other government, 
has been called upon to solve Involves 
ihe veterans of the World war. It is 
a problem that has bedeviled congress 
and one President after another, and 
It Is going to bedevil more congresses 
nnd more Presidents, for tho answer 
Is not In sight nnd In this year alone, 
the payments to veterans under one 
or another of the hundred-odd veteran 
relief acts amounts to the nstoundlng 
total of $ 935 ,( 100 , 000 —Just about one 
fourth of the operating cost of the gov 
ernment, or that part pnid for running 
expenses. 

All nf this vast sum. nnd It has been 
growing year by year, Is paid out 
through one ngeney, namely, the vet 
ernns’ administration. The veterans' 
administration is not In the fight; It Is 
not a part of the problem. It Is slm 
ply the ngeney through which the 
money passes, never to return to the 
federal treasury. 

Undoubtedly, there Is a large sum 
of this total which the taxpayers 
would not have returned to the trens 
ury. Surely, there Is none who would 
object to n governmental nnd public 
expression of gratitude In the form of 
compensation and care for the widows 
nnd orphans left behind by those who 
mnilo the supreme sacrifice, or for 
those men whose lives were wrecked 
In the service. The enre of them is 
recognized everywhere as an obliga 
Hon that must lie met. Hut nhout 
1 the remainder of this sum, a real bat 
He wages, for that Involves the bonus. 
It Includes payments In the nnture of 
compensation or hospitalization nnd 
the like for causes not remotely con 
needed with the war. These are the 
things that nre being questioned, and 
unless nil signs fall, congresses of 
the future are going to be confronted 
by It, because there never line been an 
Investigation rnnde to disclose wiint 
share of the nearly a billion dollars 
fnlls within the recognized require 
ment of caring for widows and orph 
I nns and war-time disabled. 

The best available figures Indicate 
that something like 400,000 persons are 
receiving payments in one form or 
another under the veterans' relief acts. 

; Rut that Is not all. There Is that de 
maud, best exemplified by the bonus 
rnnrch on Washington, for payment of 
the remainder of the bonus ln cash 
[ Half of the sum that was Intended 
[ originally to be paid to the veterans In 
[ 1945, or prior to that time to be paid 
' to their benflciaries in ense of death, 
nlready has been made available, In 
the form of loans. There Is no deny¬ 
ing, however, that some of the veter 
ans have organized powerful groups 
to force legislation through to carry 
out tlielr wishes, nnd If they do, con 
[ gress will vote a total of two billion, 
four hundred million dollars out of 
the treasury nt one fell swoop. 

II tins been pointed out ns this bonus 
question has been debated up nnd 
down that the federal treasury Is like 
ly to end the current year next June 
:<o with another deficit, it had a 
deficit nf $983,000.01)0 on June 30, 1931. 
and more than two and a half billion 
June 80. 1932. so Imnginntlon Is not 
required to see what will happen If 
Hie bonus Is voted. It will he either 
more (axes or more bond Issues which 
the taxpayers nf the country eventual 
ly will have to meet. 

But the veterans have a claim. They 
point to the fact that fifty years nfter 
the Civil wnr, the federal government 
was paying pensions that amounted 
to as high as $800,000,000 a year, nnd 
even now, 65 years after the war be 
tween the states, pensions drain $125. 
000.000 from the treasury. 

As was stated, however, the veter 
nns' administration Is not a part of the 
controversy, except incidentally. 11 
goes on carrying out the laws which 
congress has passed and paying out 
tho money which congress has appro 
printed.

Hence, the Ilf 
ty-odd district offices; lienee, the local 
physicians In so many communities, 
hence the examining boards iu so 
many sections. It would appear that 
the veterans' administration eats up 
a tremendous sum In salaries. The 
cost of handling these payments to the 
veterans or their beneficiaries Is only 
about 5 per cent of the total. Criti¬ 
cism hus been directed at the ugency 
from time to time, however, Indica- 
! tlve of some malfeasance. Undoubt¬ 
edly, some of It Is Justified, but the 
consensus of opinion Is thut much of 
the difficulty Into which the veterans' 
administration falls from time to time 
results from the avarice of those whom 
congress has sought to benefit. They 
were presented with an opportunity to 
get something from the government, 
and the government long Ims been re 
garded us fair game.
